Admtote- 
trstton were given oat at the office 
at Howard Heinz, Federal Food Ad- 
ministrator for Pennsylvania, yeater- 
flay. These orders affect every public' 
sating place in the State o£ Pennsyl- 
rsaJa and are pat into effect wltix the 
ld« of beSpins to SBTO the 11,550,000 
tons of food which America most ship, 
abroad before My 1st, 191H.. This is 
an increase of 5,730,000 tona over last 
year's.

doeg not ask the people to save a par-' 
denier food bnt to save oa all £ood' 
stnffi A&d above nil to eliminate every, 
bit of waste possible. These are not!

Administration desires

It is also 
urged that as few fried dishes as pos- 
sible be served in order to conserve 
all fats. No candles should be serveiS 
after meals and icings made, from su- 
gara should be eliminated and htmsy, 
maple sugar," corn sugar and syrup 
used as sweeteners, ffresb vegetables 
an'l fruits should be used wherever 
possible and canned frntts and vege- 
tables should t* used as little a» pos- 
sible in order to save tin and labor.
